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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





Members of the School Board of Marlow: 


In the year 1846, in the city of Springfield, Mass., a certain 
arithmetic test was given to ninth grade pupils of the age 15 
years and 6 months, average. The average of the grades se- 
cured by the pupils who took the test was 29.41%. In 1923 the 
same test was given, unannounced, to the Marlow eighth grade, 
and the Marlow pupils secured a rating of 75%. This is the 
best possible answer to the often stated criticism, ‘‘The teach- 
ing of arithmetic is not as good as it was in the good old days.”’ 
It is of interest to note that the average grade of 5,000 children, 
throughout the state of New Hampshire, in 1923, was 49.26% 
against the 29.41% in 1846. 

Spellmg, too, was not better taught in the good old days. 
For a spelling test given in 1846 resulted in an average grade 
of 40.65%. But the children of Marlow spelled a list of words 
of about equal intrinsic difficulty, in the year 19238, with a 
orade of 87%. The average for the state was 67.24%. 

The use of standardized tests has resulted in a constant 
improvement of the teaching of the various subjects. In No- 
vember, 1923, the superintendent reported to you the result of 
a standard test in reading, arithmetic, spelling, history and 
literature, science and nature study, grammar and composition. 

This test was to show how much above or below the ex- 
pectation of what children should know concerning these sub- 
jects at the actual age of each child taking the tests, the 
children of Marlow actually were. The results were these: In 
the grammar room 36% are. one year above; 10% are two 
years above; 5% are three years above; 25% are at grade. In 
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other words, 76% of the school is at an educational point equal 
to their grade or as much as three years ahead of the knowl- ° 
edge expected of children of their age. In the primary room 
66% is at grade or one year ahead. 

The superintendent calls attention to the fact that new 
toilets are badly needed; and that the children still lack a 
suitable playground. 

The remodeling program has brought Marlow steadily 
forward. Much remains to be done; but the unanimity of the 
present board as regards improving conditions until Marlow 
ehildren have excellent housing accommodations promises 
much. 

_ The superintendent desires to express his appreciation for 
the ever present courtesy and co-operative spirit shown him, 
and the sound advice given him in regard to local schools and 
their problems. His appreciation of the teaching force has 
been too often stated to need further comment.
